DENOUNCES CALL 
A spokesman for the forces 
opposing Browdy said the “call” 
for him’ to stand for re-election 
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was “propaganda.” 

The call was a statement signed 
by a group of leading ZOA figures 
ealling themselves the “Commit- 
tee of 100.” 

J. Bernard Rosenfeld, president 
of the Flatbush district 32, said 
that he personally challenged the 
call and that he would like to see 
a personal poll of each signer of 
the call. 

DEFINITE SETBACK 

Rosenfeld called the decision of 
the Brooklyyn region “a definite 
political setback” for Browdy, 
who was elevated to the presi- 
dency by the ZOA administrative 
council shortly after the death in 
office of Daniel Frisch last March. 
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Asked for comment on the sit- 
uation, Browdy said, “If you want 
to be a solider, you have to smell 
the powder.” 

He appeared certain that he 
would win a vote of confidence 
“from the Brooklyn region when it 
considers the resolution on June 5 

The ZOA president called at- 
tention to the fact that his own 
district, the Stephen S. Wise 
district, had endorsed his can- 
didacy, as has the Brighton beach 
district. 

The ZOA sent out a special 
wire on the resolutions for 
Browdy from the two local New 
York districts. The .wire said 
that the big Tri-State region had 
adopted a resolution at its annual 
conference in Pitsburgh on May 
7 hailing Browdy’s record but

The 
wire added that Judge Henry 
Ellenbogen, president of the Tri- 
State region, was one of the 
“Committee of 100” who has 
signed the “call” to Browdy. 

Rosenfeld said ‘there was a 
“growing mass_ resentment” 
against the “Committee of 100” 
because Browdy had not as yet 
answered a request from various 
Zionists for his, views on some 
basic issues. 

The exact reasons for the op- 
position, as well as its extent, 
remained matters of conjecture. 
It was definitely known that ob- 
jections to Browdy had _ not 
reached any organized point and 
those among the opposition had 
not mentioned any alternative 
candidate. 

Rosenfeld indicated the views 
of some of the opposition when 
he told The POST that the ZOA 
needed a dynamic leader who 
would “lead us, make us enthusi- 
astic and pull us out of the leth- 
argy into which we have sunk.” 

A leader of the pro-Browdy 
forces, Joachim Rudavsky, for- 
mer president of the Borough 
Park district, had something quite 
different to say about the Brook- 
dyn executive council meeting. 

He said that after Judge Al- 
bert Shanzer, past president of 
the Brooklyn region, introduced 
the resolution asking Browdy to 
run, the opposition sought to 
kill it by bringing up points of 
order. 

The discussion was, so pro- 
longed that when time for action 
came, the meeting simply voted 
to table the resolution until the 
next meeting June 5.

NEW YORK—lIn a fast follow-up to the Buttenwieser incident, 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith issued a report this 
week asserting that Germany “was the real winner in the cold war 


thus far.” 


ADL in Chicago cancelled a 
Speech by Benjamin Buttenwieser, 
assistant US. high commissioner 
for Germany. 

The report covered the entire 
Period of the occupation and in- 
Cluded a poll of American public 
opinion taken last month which 
indicated that U.S. public opinion 
“recognizes the failure to democ- 
Tatize Western Germany.” 

The survey revealed that two- 
thirds of American adults believe 
that the Germans cannot be 
trusted to be democratic and 
Peaceful at present and that a 
Plurality of Americans believe 
that former nazis are coming 
back to positions of influence in 
. any. 

The Germans, by playing the 
East against the West, are thus 
ar the real winners of the cold

HE ASKED ADL 

The ADL official said that after 
arrangements for the May 14 
banquet had been completed, “I 
received a request from Mfrs. 
Benjamin J. Buttenwieser on 
April 25 inquiring whether it 
would be possible to arrange for 
her husband to address our audi- 
ence in Chicago on May 14.” 

Epstein said that a check of 
press reports from Frankfort had 
indicated that Buttenwieser had 
publicly criticized the West Ger- 
man Civil Service and that he 
had questioned Government ap- 
pointees of high rank on grounds 
that some of them might have 
been nazi collaborators. 

“On April 26 a telegram of in- 
vitation to Mr. Buttenwieser was 
sent by Justice Meier Steinbrink 
and myself, which was accepted 
by return cable on April 28,” Ep- 
stein reported. Steinbrink is na- 
tional charman of the ADL. 

The ADL official made a point 
of rejecting charges that the 
civic defense agency had invited 
Buttenwieser without knowing 
anything about his views. Ep- 
stein even hinted strongly that 
Buttenwieser had _ deliberately 
ignored the repeated statements 
to him of the ADL point of view 
on the issue. 

Epstein said that on May 12 the 
ADL received a communication 
from Buttenwieser in which the 
commissioner said “I hope my 
discussion will be along the lines 
you envisaged and will serve the 
purpose of what, I repeat, is your 
and Judge Steinbrink’s valued in- 
vitation to address your meet- 
ing.” 

A copy of the text of the But- 
tenwieser talk was immediately 
given to several ADL officials for 
study, Epstein reported.

entire national commission, it was 
decided by a vote of 19 to 10 not 
to afford Mr. Buttenwieser the 
platform of our banquet meet- 
ing,” Epstein reported. 


More than three hours of dis- 
cussion at an executive session 
preceded the decision, Epstein 
said. Attending the session were 
members of the national com- 
mission and members of ADL 
standing committees and board. 

“The tone of the speech, aside 
from its debatable facts and as- 
sertions of achievement, was such 
as to give the National Com- 
mission serious grounds for 
pause,” Epstein said, in reporting 
on the meeting. 


“Mr. Buttenwieser labeled 
those who favored a strong policy 
of denazification as extremists 
and implied that continued efforts 
along these lines were motivated 
by a spirit of vengefulness.” 

INSULT TO JEWS 

Epstein said that those favor- 
ing cancellation argued that the 
speech “would be an_ insulting 
presentation to an audience of 
1,000 people who, in the light 
of the passage of a few years, 
are still deeply wounded by the 
terrible tragedy of the loss of 
American soldiers’ lives as well 
as the death of six million of 
their co-religionists.”

“He said that he was prepared 
to present his speech to the large 
audience even if it meant that he 
would be hissed and that ‘toma- 
toes might be thrown at him’,” 
Epstein said. 

ISSUE A PHONEY 

Epstein dismissed the free 
speech issue as irrelevant, point- 
ing out that the ADL commis- 
sioners realized that cancellation 
wou!'l mean a wider, not a small- 
er, audience for Buttenwieser’s 
views. Buttenwieser delivered the 
speech to a meeting of the Far 
eign Policy Association in New 
York four days later. 

Epstein indicated that the inci- 
dent had répresented a challenge 
to the ADL and that the civic de- 
fense agency was preparing to 
carry on the fight vigorously. 

“It is important that’ Mr. But- 
tenwieser’s comments received 
the widest possible attention,” Ep- 
stein asserted: “The American 
public should know where the 
U.S. High Commission and the 
State Department, for whom Mr. 
Buttenwieser speaks, stand on the 
denazification failure.”

MINNEAPOLIS (NJP)—Substantial progress has 
peen made in the first comprehensive effort in the 
history of the Minneapolis Jewish community to or- - 
ganize its Orthodox Jews into a single united group, 


it was revealed this week. 


The Vaad Hakehillah, the Minneapolis Jewish Or- 
thodox Council, is approaching its first birthday with 
1,800 members, 24 affiliated Orthodox organizations, 
ene important project completed and a far-reaching 


program for the future. 


Organized last August largely through the im- 
petus of T. S. Kauffman, president of Mikro Kodesh 
the MJOC has as its goals the 
strengthening of Orthodox Judaism and the preven- 
tion of “Hillul Ha-Shem,” (desecration of the Name). 

Kauffman, hard-working, devout-minded fountain 
of strength for all Orthodox causes in Minneapolis, is 
president of the MJOC and its driving force. Equally 
hard-working George Scherling is treasurer. Their 
need for constant consultation on Orthodox prob- 
lems is substantially aided by the fact that they live

erally satisfactory for those of the city’s 20,000 Jews 
who observe kashruth to the extent of buying only 
kosher meats and other kosher foods, but the MJOC 
leaders believe they can be of help in that direction 
too. 
The MJOC has applied for full membership as an 
affiliate of the Vaad Hakashruth, the local supervis- 
ory body for commercial food handling. 

MJOC leaders are dubious about one existing ar- 
rangement in the Vaad Hakashruth under which 
the mashgiach (dietary law inspector) is paid by the’ 
butchers and poultry dealers. 

The money is paid to the Vaad Hakashruth, which 
in turn pays the mashgiach and there is no evidence 
that any abuses have developed from that arrange- 
ment. MJOC leaders still feel, however, that a sys- 
tem under which the fees would be more publicly 
handled would be desirable. They believe that the 
MJOC offers one possible way to improve the pay- 
ment system. 

Asked why Minneapolis should be an exception 
to the general picture in American Jewish life of

BEIRUT—The Syrian Govern- 
ment apparently has decided to 
follow the lead of Iraq and to per- 
mit its Jewish nationals to emi- 
grate to Israel, it was learned 
last week. 

There are about 3,500 Jews in 
Syria and the first group of emi- 
gres arrived in Beirut enroute to 
Israel.

Clerks May Mark Ballots For Pious 


Minn. Jews Seek 


Special Vote 


For Primary On Rosh Hashonah

MINNEAPOLIS—The problem for observant Jews of Voting in 
the Minnesota fall primary, which falls on the first day of Rosh 
Hashonah, probably will be met with a rabbinical ruling permitting 
such Jewish voters to have their ballots marked by clerks in the 
voting booths, it was learned this week. 


This issue is on the agenda of 
the June 1 meeting of the Min- 
nesota State Rabbinical Associa- 
tion. The POST learned reliably 
that the Association, represent- 
ing the three wings of Judaism, 
will probably issue a hechsher 
(permit) for that course. 

NO ABSENTEE VOTE 

The procedure is generally fav- 
ored both by lay and rabbinical 
leaders over one proposed pre- 
viously, calling for use of the ab- 
sentee ballot. 

Rabbi Nahum Schulman, presi- 
dent of the rabbinical group, said 
that Gov .Luther Youngdahl had 
expressed himself as _ seriously 
disturbed by the problem and 
that he had promised it would not 
develop again in the future. 

Rabbi -Schulman said_ that 
other than the special rabbinical 
ruling and the absentee balloting 
proposal, only a special: session 
could deal with the conflict for 
observant Jews. 

Rabbi Schulman fs already on 
record as opposed to any move 
for a special session. 

The flaws in use of the absen- 
tee ballot were pointed out by 
San®el Scheiner, executive direc- 


tor of the Minnesota Jewish 
Council, the local Jewish civic de 
fense agency. 

COULD MAKE TROUBLE 

Scheiner said that the absentee 
ballot law specifically provided 
for the use of that ballot only 
in cases of illness or abseng 
from the state. 

He said there was a possibility 
that, if the observant Jews of 
Minnesota used such a ballot, a 
losing candidate might file suit 
to challenge the election. 

Rabbi Schulman agreed that 
such use could be easily contested 
and would create a difficult situa 
tion for Minnesota Jewry.

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S.F. Council Chapter Accused of Attacking Judaism in Local Dailies 


SAN FRANCISCO—The local chapter of the Ameri- 
ean Council for Judaism was severely condemnea 
last week by seven Jewish organizations for going 
to the local geneval press with statements “callir.g 
into question the nature and integrity of Judaism as 
it is preached and taught in our theological semi- 
naries, Synagogues and homes.” 

The groups signing the charge included local rep- 
resentatives of all U. S. Jewish civic defense agen- 
cies, including the non-Zionist American Jewish 
Committee and the Board of Rabbis of Northern Cal- 
ifornia. 

The statement accused the local chapter of the 
anti-Zionist group of responsibility for raising doubts 
in the public press on the integrity of Judaism “for 
the first time in American history.” 

The occasion for the stories in the San Francisco 


ligion by Zionism.” 

He said that Juadism was a religion “which must 
remain a religion and not get mixed up with political 
hodge-podge.” 

Rabbi Irving Reichert of San Francisco, a Council 
vice-president, said that there had been “an alarming 
infiltration of nationalism in our religion” and that 
the Zionists had “captured” Jewish theological semi- 
naries. 

The statements all were reported in the stories in 
the local dailies, leading to the protest from the 
seven Jewish groups which appeared in the com- 
munally-published Jewish BULLETIN. 

“We regret and deplore the statements attributed 
to the leaders of the American Council for Judaism, 
calling into question the nature and integrity of 
Judaism as it is preached and taught in our theologi- 
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CHRONICLE and the San Francisco EXAMINER 
was a visit by Lessing J. Rosenwald, president of the 
anti-Zionist group, to the city. 

At a meeting of the local chapter, on which the 
Council provided a report to the two dailies, Rosen- 
wald spoke of the “incursions being made on our re- 


cal seminaries, synagogues and homes,” the state- 
ment said. 

“These statements represent an attack by the 
Council] which strikes at the very heart of our re- 
ligion, so integral to our existence as Jews and 
Americans.” 


The statement added that the groups found “this 
note particularly distressing and harmful because 
for the first time in American history doubt is being 
cast in the public press on the wholesomeness, uni- 
versality and integrity of Judaism, as professed and 
practiced by Jews. 

“We find specifically the statements of the Coun- 
cil harmful and fraught with dangers to the Jews of 
America,” the statement said. 

The groups asked for a halt “to such statements 
as charge Jews generally with practicing a religion 
inimical to our integration in American life. Such 
charges are irresponsible, untrue and dangerous. 
They may well play into the hands of anti-Semites 
now or at some later date.” 

Those signing the protest were the Jewish Sur- 
vey and B’nai B’rith Community Committee, the 
American Jewish Committee, the American Jewish 
Congress, Northern California Division; the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, Northern Califor- 
nia Region; the Jewish Labor Committee of San 
Francisco; the Jewish War Veterans and the Board 
of Rabbis of Northern California.

was inaccurate. THE HAGUE—The Central Is- 
rael Appeal of Holland Jewry was 
underway here this week with- 
out the participation of the Ag- 
udas Israel of Holland, which is 
conducting a separate drive. 
The ultra-Orthodox group 
launched an independent cam- 
paign despite an appeal from the 
Jewish Agency against doing so. 
Agudas Israel here has never sup- 
ported Zionist fund-raising in Hol- 
land. 


Demanding maximum partici- 
pation in all facets of Jewish 
life, Dr. Silver cautioned that “if 
we yield to the minimalist trends, 
the reducing of Jewish life to 
some bright surface facade, we 
shall be underwriting our own 
death.” At the same time he called 
for American Jews to become 
temple goers and temple wor- 
shippers as well as temple mem- 
bers and temple builders. The 
Temple was founded in 1850 
under the name of Tifereth Is- 
rael with 47 charter members. It 
now has a membership of ap- 
oa 2,000 families. 


He said that while the Los 
Angeles Council of Hapoel Hami- 
grachi has consistently stayed 
away from Zionist Council func- 
tions, no formal notice of any 
sort was ever received from the 
Jocal HH, nor from any of its 
leaders, on the reasons for the 
absence or seeking assurance 
that dietary laws be observed. 


The POST also was assured 
that “the Men’s and Women’s 
Mizrachi of Los Angeles have not 
only been supporting financially 
the work of the Los Angeles 
Zionist Council, but have parti- 
cipated in all its affairs and meet- 
ings. None of them have ever in- 


dicated formally or informally

Even those non-Jewish persons fleeing to these shores for a 
paven from religious persecution continued to reject the Jew as 
gomeone apart—not worthy of equal consideration.

jigious liberty to worship as they believed—within 
the Christian fold. : 

The Jew had for so long been the despised peo- 
ple, outside the pale, that the Christians were will- 
ing to leave him there. The story of Martin Luther, 
jeader of the Reformation, bears this out. Insisting 
on freedom to worship as he saw fit, he nonethe- 
jess was quick to condemn and torture Jews for 
refusing to see the light. 

So that imperfect as is religious liberty today, it is definitely a 
new step upward in human progress, with its insistence that ALL 
men have the right to worship as they believe. 

And Judaism, having borne the brunt of the age-old fight, in 
western civilization should be at least as tolerant as it has called up- 
on our Christian-dominated society to be.

STUFFED CELERY STALKS 
Select small, deeply-grooved stalks of celery, cut in 1-inch pieces, 
place in ice water to crisp. Spread grooves of celery with mixture 
desired. 
HOT CHEESE BALLS 
2 teaspoons fiour 1 cup grated cheese 
cayenne pepper ‘e cup fine-ground dry bread 
4% teaspoon salt crumbs 
1 egg white, stiffly beaten ; 
Mix flour, pepper and salt with grated cheese, and fold in the 
beaten egg whites. Mix well, roll into small balls, and roll balls 
in bread crumbs. Fry in deep fat heated to 375 degrees until 
golden brown. Serve hot on toothpicks. 
STUFFED EGGS 
Number 1 
Cut hard-cooked eggs in half lengthwise, and remove yolks. Re 
fill whites with mixture desired. Press halves together to re- 


semble whole eggs, if desired. Sprinkle with paprika, and 
serve on lettuce leaves. 

Or refill whites with a mixture made as follows: 
§ hard-cooked yolks 1 teaspoon prepared mustard 


1 tablespoon catsup 

pepper 

Number 2; with Hot Sauce 

6 hard-cooked eggs 1 tablespoon butter 
2 tablespoons mayonnaise 1 tablespoon flour 

chopped parsley 2 cups milk 

° 1 egg yolk, beaten 

Mash yolks, blend all ingredients together to make a smooth paste 
Refill egg whites according to instructions in preceding recipe, using 
the egg yolks, mayonnaise, salt, cayenne pepper and parsley to 
prepare the filling. Make a sauce as follows: Heat the butter, stir 
in the flour, and let cook over a slow fire until the mixture bubbles, 
Add milk gradually, add salt and cayenne pepper to taste, and let 
cook, stirring constantly, until the mixture thickens. Pour very 
gradually over a beaten egg yolk, mix well. Cover the stuffed eggs 
with the hot sauce, sprinkle with chopped parsley, and serve im- 
mediately.

That charge has been made 
against the ADL by some daily papers in con- 
néction with the decision of the ADL at Chi- 
cago to cancel the scheduled speech by Ben- 
jamin J. Buttenwieser, assistant U. S. high 
commissioner for Germany. The accusation is 
altogether ridiculous. The POST can tell you 
from experience that Justice Steinbrink is one 
man in the Jewish field who always speaks 
frankly and to the point and who invariably 
speaks “on the record” and for direct quotation. 

Another aspect of this attempt to foist on the 
ADL the charge of suppressing free speech, is 
the criticism of Brig. Gen. Julius Klein, former 
national commander of the Jewish War Vet- 
erans. Gen, Klein was the first—and until this 
writing—the only Jewish person to agree with 
the daily press editorial criticism of the ADL, 
except that his words were less guarded. It is 
probably unfair to withhold from our readers 
that Mr. Klein is in the publicity business. 

The courageous act of the ADL should turn 
out to be very much for the best. Frequent 
have been the occasions when U. S. Jewish 
public opinion has been directly opposite to 
that of the U. S. State Department and to the 
attitudes of those who carry out State Depart- 
ment decisions. The view of the U. S. Jewish 
community on Israel is a case in point, and 
one example where even the American Council 
for Judaism should be found opposing State 


Late Friday Eveni 


ATE Friday evening servicés are soon to 
end for the season in almost every syna- 
gogue. 

This is the answer of the rabbis to the few 
voices raised against taking more than a fourth 
of the year for what in effect is a process of 
closing down tightly as far as official Judaism 
is concerned. 

It is difficult to go against the times and 
present-day rabbis are not famous for their 
willingness to add to their heavy schedules and 
forego a much-needed rest. For other reasons 
than actual work, many of our rabbis come 
May are close to nervous breakdowns. The con- 
stant frustration the rabbi meets is the cause. 

But perhaps a compromise can be worked 
out. 

Late Friday evening services are not tradi- 
tional in Jewish life. They are the attempt to 
fit the American Jew into the pattern of Ju- 
daism and they are not always successful. 

Traditionally the Jew went to sundown ser- 
vices, then went home for a festive Sabbath 
meal and a night at home with his family. 

The compromise might be in an early Fri- 
day evening service, perhaps lay-led through- 
out, but not merely a recitation of prayers.

For the American Jewish community to take 
a stand on a controversial issue may be alarm- 
ing to some, to those who are confused about 
the meaning of democracy and do not under- 
stand that it is the highest expression of de- 
mocracy for groups within such a framework to 
oppose official action they consider wrong, and 
to oppose it before the action has been decided 
on, or while it is being implemented, or after- 
wards. 

Mr. Buttonwieser has a long string of Jewish 
affiliations, a point which The POST is men- 
tioning with no intent of getting involved in 
any matter of questioning his Jewish loyalties. 
This paper does want to point out that this 
seems to be another example of a fundamental 
wrong so prevalent in Jewish life—that of as- 
suming that success in business somehow 
makes a Jewish person an authority on Jewish 
affairs. 

The Jewish group has travelled a long way in 
the past few years, but there still exists that 
social lag portrayed in the fact that wealth too 
often dictates opinion in the Jewish group. The 
action of the ADL at Chicago marks the newer 
and more proper trend. 


The POST has one more observation. Some 
Anglo-Jewish publications responded to the de- 
velopment with forthright editorials in support 
of the ADL: This is highly commendable and 
indicates as well as any index the growing 
maturity of the Anglo-Jewish press. 


ng Services Over 


This service would need planning but it is 
hoped that the suggestion will lead to some ex- 
perimenting in more liberal congregations. In 
fact, this summer siesta of our congregations 
offers an unparalleled opportunity for those 
who feel that the services today are meaning- 
less and contribute almost nothing toward the 
religious needs of the American Jew. 


For the summer then, while the rabbi is 
resting up after his hectic year, he might be 
grateful if his ritual committee came forward 
with the suggestion that the members conduct 
full-scale early Friday evening services with 
all the fanfare and promotion that goes with 
the winter services. 


Late Friday evening services today are adult 
services. The pre-date youngsters are bed- 
minded by the time services are ready to start 
and the older Jewish youth is date-oriented; 
Friday night is a great date night in the Amer- 
ican Jewish community. This is additional rea- 
son why the early evening service, as a family 
service, might be a successful innovation. The 
mother could drive to early evening services, 
with the children, meeting her husband at the 


synagogue. 


A New Start on JTA Reorganization 


HE RESIGNATION of Rudolph Sonneborn 
as chairman of the board of the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency offers a new starting point 
for a reorganization that will really make the 
news agency independent and continue its re- 


cord of service to the Jewish community. 


It is unfortunate that it must be so, but it 
is obvious that Jacob Landau, the founder and 
managing director of the JTA, must step out 
completely. This is unfortunate not only be- 
cause the JTA is Mr. Landau’s creation and he 
kept it alive over almost insurmountable ob- 
stacles, but also because as long as Mr. Landau 
was at the helm of the JTA, it strove mightly 
to remain independent. 

With Mr. Landau must go also Nahum Gold- 
mann and the Jewish Agency, through whose 
mediation was accomplished the reorganization 
that placed Mr. Sonneborn in the board chair- 
manship. This proposal does not mean that Mr. 
Goldmann has nefarious motives in his spon- 


sorship of the JTA through the American sect- 
ion of the Jewish Agency. It is clear to any ob- 
jective observer, however, that the JTA, under 
the aegis of the Jewish Agency, will lose all 
influence. No one will believe the news reports 
the JTA sends out whenever such reports in- 
volve controversies between various groups in 
the American Jewish community. 


The next step then is to obtain a non-parti- 
san group of highminded individuals to survey 
the situation, explore the possibilities and 
make a report to the American Jewish com- 
munity. 

Finances need not necessarily be an impass- 
able obstacle. Once confidence in the JTA has 
been restored and the American Jewish com- 
munity has been assured that the operation 
will be run on a strict business basis, the com- 
munity will provide the funds to make up any 


operating deficit. 


Proxy System Corrupt 


IS IS the annual National Jewish Post 

editorial on proxies for the annual con- 
vention of the Zionist Organization of Am- 
erica. 

Under the present system, the administra- 
tion may give to its friends proxies carrying 
full voting privileges, for these ZOA districts 
which do not send delegates. An example is 
the case of many districts on the west coast. 
Often, as in the case of indianapolis, more 
proxies are handed out than’ the local Zionist 
district has accredited delegates. 

This is a corrupt system.

Promises have been made that the proxy 
system would be abolished but as far as The 
POST knows, the system will be used at Chi- 
cago this year if such tactics are necessary to 
swing the election. 

There is only one course to follow and that 
is to limit accreditation as delegates only to 
those members from the district who have been 
elected by that district. 

It would be a simple matter for Benjamin 
Browdy, the present president, to refuse to 
issue provies and we hope he takes that stand 
publicly within the next few days. 





THE EDITORS CHAIR 


IN THE PAST few months, The 
POST has been dropping from its 
exchange lists a few Anglo-Jew- 
ish newspapers. When that hap- 
pens, the action elicits a letter, 
polite enough, from the weekly, 
asking us to check with our mail- 
ing department because The 
POST hasn’t been arriving lately. 

In answer we send along a copy 
of their own paper with a story 
pilfered from us, either verbatim 
or so thinly disguised that some 
of the original phrases are re- 
tained. 

Now The POST prints many 
stories from other Anglo-Jewish 
papers. But we always give the 
other paper credit, a standard 
practice in journalism. 

This little essay gives me an 
opportunity to point out the re- 
markable improvement in the 
Anglo-Jewish field as a whole, 
and the emergence of many ex- 
cellent Anglo-Jewish papers over 
the past few years, as well as the 
constant improvement in many 
others. 

Worth noting is the fact that 
only a few Anglo-Jewish papers 
still lower themselves by printing 
“canned editorials” under their 
own masthead, carrying the 
names of their editors. This pur- 
poseful deceit leads readers to 
believe that these editorials were 
composed in the office of the local 
weekly. The exception is those 
readers who happen to see other 
Anglo-Jewish papers and whose 
disgust from then on knows no 
limit. 

At one time this was a major 
evil, because it turned over the 
editorial opinion of a local paper 
to someone sitting in the office of 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency in 
New York who had no more con- 
ception of grass roots opinion on 
developments in that particular 
local Jewish scene than I would 

have on who should head the local 
drive in Los Angeles or Winnipeg 
next year. 

But the most significant devel- 
opment in the field has been the 
almost uniform way in which 
local papers are beginning to talk 
back to the Jewish community. 
It used to be that the local paper 


cowered when some local Jewish 
bigwig took exception to this op 
that. But now not only are oyp 
papers taking editorial stands op 
many controversial issues, py 
they probe into local Sore spot, 
they won’t take generalizations 
for an ‘answer to situation they 
consider wrong, and as a whole 
are maturing so quickly that the 
whole American Jewish commy 
nity is beginning to adopt an ep, 
tirely new attitude toward the 
Anglo-Jewish press. 

It is inevitable that this jm. 
provement is being reflected jp 
increased circulation (a develop. 
ment due also to many other fag, 
tors) and also by increased atten. 
tion from national advertisers, 
especially those with Jewish prod. 
ucts who formerly confined their 
advertising appropriations to the 
Yiddish press. 

This is too much Soft-soaping 
for me at one time, so I'll finish, 
but not before expressing the 
hope that something be done in 
the way of circulation statements 
and the keeping of figures on 
circulation in reasonable relation 
to the actual numbers. This is of 
course a very painful subject but 
it is a problem which makes 
matters difficult for The POST 
which prints its circulation state 
ment annually. The difficulty 
arises when we quote our circy. 
lation to an advertiser, who has 
been informed that a strictly local 
paper somewhere, circulating in 
a community of 2,000 Jewish fam. 
ilies, claims a circulation of 35,000 
to 40,000.

Concerning contrib- 
utions to the Hebrew University, 
he wrote—“ . . . those wealthy 
Jews who could not wholly di- 
yorce themselves from a feeling 
of responsibility toward their peo- 
ple, but at the same time could 
not identify themselves with the 
hopes of the Masses, were pre- 
pared with a sort of left-handed 
generosity, on condition that 
their right hand did not know 
what their left hand was doing. 
To them the University-to-be in 
Jersualem was philanthropy, 
which did not compromise them; 
to use it was National Renais- 
sance. They would give—with 
disclaimers. We would accept— 
with reservations.” 

The Council is interested in 
strengthening American Judaism 
and Democracy in the United 
States. Zionism aims to strength- 
en the State of Israel and to make 
Americans of Jewish faith a mi- 
nority nationality in the United 
States. The Council does not use 
economic pressure or make 
threats against those who disa- 
gree with us. I have been obliged 
to advise many personal friends, 

as well as a few relatives, who 
agree with the Council, not to pub- 
lily express themselves, or be- 
come members, unless they are 
willing ot risk loss of position, 
practice, or business, from other 
Jews because of Zionist fanati- 
cism.

Jewish education? 
4. What program does the Coun- 
cil have for strengthening Jewish 
religious observance and tradition 
in American Jewish homes, which 
must naturally be the starting 
point for any strengthening of 
Judaism in America?

NEW YORK,(WNS)—Tne sac- 
red words of the Hebrew Bible 
have been brought to the finger- 
tips of the sightless through a 
project begun five years ago by 
the Jewish Braille Institute of 
America, it was announced here 
by Leopold Dubov, executive vice 
president of the institute.

I have held your paper in high 
regard for many years, which is 
evidenced also by the fact that 
it serves as a text in the upper 
classes of my Religious Group. 
I am not easily given to writing 
letters to the editor. However, the 
last issue of The POST (May 12) 
compels me to pen these lines 
of critical comment. 


1. For many months I have 
been searching the editorial col- 
umns of your paper for an ex- 
pression of policy in reply to a 
letter by Rabbi Leo Lichtenberg 
in the Freedom of the Press sec- 
tion, who took issue with some of 
the classified ads in your publica- 
tion which’ specify “American 
born,” “U. S.. born,” “Native 
American” etc. as a qualification 
fer the rabbi, cantor, teacher, 
secretary, activities director, etc., 
seeking a position, or the congre- 
gation, school or center offering 
one. (The last issue of The POST 
contains four such ads). Rabbi 
Lichtenberg called your attention 
to the similarity between this 
type of advertising and the “Gen- 
tile” or “Christian” qualifications 
in the classified sections of the 
daily press which is being combat- 
ted by the Jewish Civic Protect- 
ive Agencies. Agreeing with the 
writer whole-heartedly, I feel 
that the charge is serious enough 
to warrant a comment on your 
part. If there was one and I have 
overlooked it. I would appreciate 
receiving a copy. 


2. My second expression of crit- 
icism is evoked by the prominence 
given to the Koestler interview 
which might have been headlined 
most descriptively in the words of 
the title of one of his books, “Ar- 
rival and Departure.” He ar- 
rived rather late upon the Jew- 
ish scene and departed early, 
thank Heaven! While he was in 
our midst, his every expression 
almost renounced his Jewishness. 
Of course, I have no objection at 
all to your printing the story. If 
you would have a Ripley kind of 
a column, that would have been 


an excellent place for it. But to 
give it prominence on the front 
page can hardly be reconciled 
with the responsible type of Jewe 
ish journalism to which your pas 
per aspires.

Scientists are | ¥

It is 
therefore not at all surprising 
that Immanuel Velikovsky has 
peen denounced as a heretic, or 
excommunicated with the ritual 
phrase, “recognized scientists 
have not endorsed his thesis.” 

“Worlds in Collision” is the out- 
growth of speculation—outrag- 
eous speculation in the eyes of 
“recognized scientists,” for it 
questioned the infallibility of 
some apparently natural laws. 
Velikovsky’s speculation was that 
many passages in the Passover 
Haggadah might be literally and 
historically true and not just po- 
etic metaphors.

FROM THE Haggadah to the 
Book of Joshua was a logical 
step. Suppose, just suppose the 
sun had stood still upon Gibeon, 
and the moon in the valley of 
Ajalon? Contrary to natural laws, 
pased on corroborating observa- 
tions. But suppose the thrice re- 
peated statement in Joshua was 
not poetic hyperbole but the ob- 
servation of a fact? And suppose 
other obseryations could be found 
which supported the statement 
that the earth ceased to revolve 
for a moment of time while the 
sun stood still upon Gibeon and 
the moon in the valley of Ajalon? 

Dr. Velikovsky found corrobor- 
ation for the novel theory that 
“,,. seers and penmen of the 
Old Testament do not leave any 
room for doubt that by ‘stones 
falling from the sky’ were meant 
meteorites; by brimstone and 
pitch were meant brimstone and 
pitch; by scorching blast of fire 
was meant scorching blast of fire; 
by storm and tempest, storm and 
tempest; by a darkened sun, by 
the earth removed, by change of 
time and seasons, were meant just 
these changes in the regular pro- 
cesses of nature.” He found the 
corroboration in Mayan calendar 
Stones, in Chinese almanacs, in 
Babylonian astronomical data— 
in short, in all the established 
Sources from which “recognized 
scientists” gather data.

FROM THIS DATA, from leg- 
ends of many peoples, and from 
the fact that only one and not two 
Planets were known by ancient 
astronomers to revolve between 
the earth and the sun, Dr. Velik- 
ovsky deduced that the planet 
Venus had once been a comet 
Which came close to the earth on 
the 14 of Nisan in the year our 
ancestors were brought out of 
the land of Egypt. The approach

posed of hydrogen and carbon. 
These edible carbohydrates precip- 
itated and fell like dew. The 
Greeks called it ambrosia; the Ma- 
oris, Hindus, Finns and Iceland- 
ers “all describe the honey-food 
being dropped from the clouds, 
dreary shades of the shadow of 


death, that enveloped the earth 
after a cosmic catastrophe. All 
traditions agree also that the 


source of the heavenly bread fall- 
ing from the clouds with the 
morning dew was a_ celestial 
body. 

Fifty-two years later the comet 
returned on its final voyage to the 
orbit around the sun which Venus 
has followed since. This was the 
occasion, thinks Dr. Velikovsky, 
shifted, 
changing the axis from a spot ap- 
proximately near the present mag- 
netic pole, when “Joshua ben 
Nun... pursuing the Canaanite 
kings at Beth-horon, implored the 
sun and the moon to stand still.” 


IT IS impossible in a review 
of normal length to enumerate 
the ramificatians of Dr. Velikov- 
sky’s theory. Indeed, “Worlds in 
Collision” itself presents but a 
fragment of the whole, to be 
eventually elucidated in more 
volumes. But within the compass 
of this first one, the author touch- 
es on such fascinating by-prod- 
ucts as the destruction of Sen- 
necherib, the mystery of Atlan- 
tis, the glacial epochs, the Trojan 
War, the preservation of the car- 
casses of the mammoths, Quet- 
zalcoatl, the origin of petroleum, 
Antarctic coal deposits—almost 
everything, in fact, except the 
giant statues of Easter Island. If 
a tremendous amount of territory 
is taken in, nevertheless docu- 
mentation or logical deduction is 
offered for each particular. The 
reader may be completely convinc- 
ed, or he may feel that Dr. Velik- 
ovsky has got something in need 
of greater elaboration and ex- 
ploration, but unless his preju- 
dices are completely blind it is 
difficult to see how he can dis- 
miss “Worlds in Collision” as 
completely baseless. 


IF I HAVE 2. less than jus- 
tice to this book, the fault is at 
least partly the author’s. The 
subject and presentation held me 
so firmly I could not pause to 
take notes, but read right 
through. Trying to recapitulate 
the salient points later, I had to 
trust solely to memory—I got no 
help from the eccentric index ap- 
pended.

‘Sit-Down’ Used Again 
By Women In Battle 
On Separate Seating 


By PHIL LEVINE 


LOUISVILLE (NJP)—Women members of Louisville’s largest 
Orthodox synagogue resorted again this week to the use of a 
“sitdown strike” in their fight against being seated ‘separately in 


the balcony. 


The women, numbering from 18 to 20, caused an interruption 


in the conduct of services at Ken- 
eseth Israel Congregation again 
last Saturday and during Monday 
morning Shevuous services. 
SERVICES STOPPED 

The women come into the syn- 
agogue and seat themselves down- 
stairs with the men, leading to a 
halt in services by Rabbi Benja- 
min Brilliant, spiritual leader. 

Last Saturday morning, a male 
member tried to continue “mus- 
ov” services despite the presence 
of the women downstairs. Efforts 
to stop him resulted in a distur- 
bance and in the ensying confu- 
sion. a member put in a call for 
the police. 

The police were met outside the 
synagogue and were assured there 
was no need for police action. 

Background of the mounting 
dispute was a sharp cleavage in 
the congregation over the erec- 
tion of a “Mechitzah,” a partition 
which would permit the women to 
sit downstairs, though separated 
from the men. 

The plan was never put into 
effect because of militant oppo- 
sition by nearly half the mem- 
bers of the congregation. 

A suggestion that the dispute be 
arbitrated by a panel of outside 
rabbis has been rejected by Rabbi 
Brilliant. 

The women first used the “sit- 
down strike” technique last 
month, when they seated them- 
selves downstairs during the read- 
ing of the Torah. 

They remained despite a plea 
from Rabbi Brilliant, who told 
them they were violating Jewish 


..Law and that the services could 


not continue until they went to 
the balcony. (NJP, April 28.) 

In posteards addressed to 
members, Rabbi Brilliant wrote: 
“Awake! Your Shul and Honor 
are at stake! Sholom? SHolom 


‘means peace, but in K.I.S. there 


is no peace. There is Disorder, 
Confusion and Anarchy, because 
a few men last year disrupted my 
authority. What Should be 
Done? (1) Remove the cause that 
started the anarchy. (2) Restore 
my ‘sole and final authority’ as 
vested in me by a shul resolution 
adopted unanimously on Oct. 12, 
1949.

Sonneborn Quits As JTA Head 
After Less Than 6 Weeks In Post

W YORK—Rudolph Sonneborn, a top American Zionist, age 
nounced his resignation this week as president of the Jewigh 
Telegraphic Agency after less than six weeks in that post. . 

Sonneborn was installed early in April as president of the ITA, 


major news agency serving the 
reorganization. He was also 
named a member of the board 
of directors. 

Negotiations 
for the change 
were handled

In a brief note to Jacob Landau, 
founder of the JTA, Sonneborn 
said that “having had a closer 
opportunity to examine the oper- 
ations of the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, I herewith submit, ef- 
fective at once, my resignation 
as President of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency and as a member 
of the Board of Directors of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency.” The 
letter was dated May 18. 


LANDAU’S JOB 


Reports on the reorganization 
had indicated that Landau, who 
has been managing director of 
the JTA, was to have been re- 
tired on a pension. 


The resignation letter was 
addressed to Landau as “secre- 
tary” of the JTA. 


Sources in New York indicated 
that Sonneborn had decided it 
was impossible to make any sig- 
nificant changes in the existing 
operational setup which would 
make the JTA properly efficient. 

Goldmann reportedly has been 
helping provide Jewish Agency 
funds for the JTA’s substantial 
operating deficit. Whether Son- 
neborn’s resignation would have 
any effect on that phase of =
